Birmingham, Ala., May 9, 1899. 

The Eighteenth Aunual Meeting of the Alabama 
Pharmaceutical Association was convened to-day. Presi- 
dent Bingham called the Association to order at 10 
o'clock a. m. 

Rev. B. D. Gray, of the Baptist church, delivered a 
beautiful prayer, invoking the blessing of God on our 
deliberations. 

On motion the reading of the roll was dispensed 
with, so was also the reading of the minutes.

The reports of officers being in order, President 
Bingham delivered his address: 

Mr. Chairman and Members of the 

Alabama Pharmaceutical Association : 
For the second time, by your kind indulgence, as pre- 
siding officer of this Association, I have the honor to sub- 
mit to you my annual address. We have cause for 
profound gratitude to God who has spared our lives and

permitted us to meet again in the city of Birmingham. 
Those of us who were fortunate enough to be the guests 
of the Birmingham druggists, when our Association met 
here in 1893, still hold in pleasant remembrance their 
hospitality and uniform courtesy, and we gladly meet again 
within the contines of this growing and progressive city, 
the birth-place of the Alabama Pharmaceutical Association. 

During the last year a good many things have 
trauspired to cause the druggist both pleasure and annoy- 
ance. Our meeting in Tuscaloosa last May was held 
during the cut rate war in this city, and if you will recall 
the fact, after considerable discussion, we very wisely left 
the problem to the druggists of Birmingham to solve, and 
we can congratulate them on being equal to the emergency, 
and they were not long about it, either. Two or three 
leading tirms continued to make it hot for the cutters, who 
soon found their supplies cut off, and themselves bank- 
rupt and pleading for mercy; with the cutter out of the 
way legitimate prices were soon restored, and the burden 
of the stamp tax was then inaugurated — but more about 
this anon. The druggists of this city, who manfully stood 
together during the cut rate war, deserve a great deal of 
credit for their unity, and have surely reaped their merited 
reward. It is not my intention to dwell on the hackneyed 
theme of cut rates, for 1 trust it is forever abolished from 
our State; yet I am convinced that until we have a 
thorough and united organization of the retail trade, we 
will continue to have more or less demoralization in trade, 
and proprietary goods will be sold at cost or less. 

Alluding to this much desired organization, we have 
made a long stride in this direction, by the organization 
of the National Association of Betail Druggists, at St. 
Louis, Mo., October 17-20, 1898. In September of . last 
year I recived a circular letter from a committee of 
Chicago Retail Druggists Association, to which Associa- 
tion we are indebted for the new organization, asking me 
as President of the Alabama Pharmaceutical Association 
to appoint delegates to this initial meeting in St. Louis. 
In accordance with this request I appointed the following 
as lelegates: G. W. Bains, Birmingham; W. F. Dent, 
Montgomery; E. P. Gait, Selma, and P. C. Candidus, 
Mobile, thinking that out of the four distinguished drug-

gists we would not fail in having our State and Associa- 
tion well represented by at least one member, at what 
occurred to me to be a meeting of great importance to us 
ae an Association, and to each Druggist of our State and 
the United States. On the 14th of October I received this 
telegram from Dr. Candidus — our veteran Secretary : "If 
I go as delegate to the Retail Druggists' Association on 
17th, will the State Association pay my expenses?" I at 
once replied that as your President I would gladly recom- 
mend such an expenditure. It is well that the Doctor went, 
as he proved to be our only representative ; perhaps others 
would have gone on same terms, but he was the only 
appointee who reported. Dr. Candidus returned home 
enthused with the results ot the meeting, and in writing 
to me about the meeting he said the benetits thereof 
became appreciable at once, in several of the proprietary 
manufactories coming down from their high horses aud 
are now paying the war tax ; and gentlemen, in my opinion 
there are more to follow, if we do our duty to the Associ- 
ation aud to ourselves. I am sure this Association is 
proud of its representation at such an important conven- 
tion and by such an honored delegate, and will gladly 
allow the expenses ($32.55) of Dr. Candidus. 

At the St. Louis convention it waB resolved that every 
State Association be requested to join the National Associa- 
tion Ketail Druggists, and to remit an assessment of 25 cents 
per member to the Treasurer of the Association for the 
purpose of carrying on the work. Our membership is 189, 
making our assessment $47.25, which with the concur- 
rence of our Secretary, Dr. Candidus, I instructed Mr. 
Elam, our Treasurer, to forward, thus placing the Ala- 
bama Pharmaceutical Association in line — yea, in front 
rank — with her sister associations, for we can not afford 
to be left behind in the aggressive move for justice, on the 
part of the retail druggists. This action I trust you will 
also endorse, and by a formal motion vote our Association 
as a member of the National Association Ketail Druggists, 
electing at each meeting, beginning with this one, at least 
one delegate to each annual convention, whose expenses 
will be paid by our Association. 

As already mentioned, we are reaping the good fruits 
of that conveution, in that several manufacturers, who had 
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advanced their prices on account of the war tax, are re- 
storing their former prices and paying the tax themselves, 
thus Bhowing some consideration for the retail druggist, 
on whom this tax falls as an unequal burden. I recom- 
mend that some means be devised by which we can get 
every druggist in the State to join our Association and 
thus swell the number of men who stand together' for 
mutual protection and instruction. The moment that 
patent and proprietary manufacturers realize that the 
National Association Retail Druggists meanB something, 
and that the State Associations are a unit behind it, then 
they' will devise some means to give us a decent profit on 
their products. We are all aware that there are two man- 
ufacturers of patents, one who makes a sovereign remedy 
for that tired feeling, and the other the great skin soap, who 
have not only refused to pay the war tax — have not 
stopped at advancing their price to cover said tax — but 
have put on an extra per cent., thus depriving the retail 
druggist of most of the email pittance realized on the sale 
of their preparations. We can certainly discriminate 
against these manufacturers who, showing no considera- 
tion for the retail druggist, should have none shown them 
by us. We should discard as far as possible their goods — 
don't display them — never aid them by distributing their 
literature, fans and other advertising matter, nor sell their 
goods if it can be avoided. Resolutions to this eft'ect have 
been adopted by the Iowa, Minesota and North Dakota 
Associations, and perhaps others, and should also be passed 
and lived up to by this Association. It seems hard that 
our profession should have been singled out by Congress 
as a special source from which to raise revenue for the 
Spanish-American war. As some one has tersely remarked 
that "Spain is licked, but we are still licking stamps," and 
will probably continue to do so for years to come: but, 
gentlemen, it this war tax is properly handled, the hardship 
can and will be turned into a blessing. It can, and I be- 
lieve will, be made a means of cementing the profession, for 
we have had a way of not being very social, looking on each 
other as competitors only, and not as men of a proud pro- 
fession who should stand shoulder to shoulder in advancing 
our interests and mitigating human ills, and the National 
Association Retail Druggists gives promise of better things 
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for the retail druggists, and we must and will support it. 

It has reached my ears that there is a difficulty in 
procuring new members and in holding quite a number 
who have been and are on our roll of membership, for the 
reason that our Association does nothing. Gentlemen, 
are the druggists who thus complain aware that what laws 
we have for our protection have been the result of this 
do-nothing Association? Were it not for this Association 
our State would be flooded with incompetent druggists, 
and every dry goods and grocery store would probably 
now be sharing our profits with us. We have doue some- 
thing and will be in a position to do a great deal more if 
we can get the united effort of every druggist in the State: 
"the gods help those who help themselves" is an adage 
very applicable to the members of this Association — we 
must realize the fact that if we pull apart and become in- 
different to the work and value of our Association, then 
on ourselves alone will rest the responsibility of failure to 
do something. In my opinion we have reached a crisis in 
the history of the Alabama Pharmaceutical Association, 
and by a united effort we can maintain it, and it will main- 
tain us, and reach out its helping hand to every druggist 
in every city and hamlet of this great Commonwealth ; or, 
by sheer indifference we can soon number it among the 
things of the past, and we will then realize what it was to 
us as we never did before. But, gentlemen, aside from 
cut rates and war revenue, let me again commend to you 
the National Formulary ; take this book, make your own 
preparations, show them to your physicians, do good, 
honest work, and you will have no reason to complain of 
cut rates, war taxes or small profits on patents, and your 
business will be multiplied accordingly. 

Our Legislature has convened since our last meeting, 
but no changes were made in the pharmacy law, though 
a bill was introduced to amend the law so as to include 
towns of less than 500 inhabitants, but on consultation 
with the ever vigilant Dent, we concluded to let well 
enough alone and the bill died in its incipiency, whether 
by intervention of the Legiulative Committee or not, that 
committee will inform you in their report. We have a 
good pharmacy law, protective to the druggist and to the 
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public — let us live up to ita provisions and endeavor to 
have them enforced. 

With a_ view of strengthening our Association and 
giving our members more confidence in its stability, I 
recommend that Art. IV of our By-Laws be so amended 
us to require our Treasurer to give a sufficient bond as 
cuatodian of our funds. T do this with the greatest con- 
fidence in our present efficient Treasurer and his predeces- 
sors, but believing it for the best interest for the future of 
our Association. 

There is just complaint that the pharmacy law is not 
enforced; that there are a few dealers in dry goods, and 
grocery merchants, who are handling medicines contrary 
to law — the druggist hates to inform against his neighbor; 
and it does place us in an unpleasant situation. I think, 
however, they can be reached without any druggist in the 
towu where the law ie violated making himself known in 
the matter. I recommend that a committee be appointed, 
oftiveorten members, scattered over the State at prin- 
cipal towns, whose business it will be to look after all 
complaintB that may be filed with them, to bring the 
attention of the Grand Jury to the law and the violator, 
and to secure an indictment — this committee to be re- 
imbursed for any expenses they might incur in the dis- 
charge of their duty. One or two indictments, in my 
opinion, will settle the trouble. 

I now approach a subject which is very touchous, but 
I mention it because I believe we are to some extent re- 
sponsible for the growing evil, and should do all in our 
power to mitigate it. I allude to the wide-spread and in- 
creasing evil of the use of narcotics, especially opium and 
its salts and cocaine. I am aware that had it not been for 
a few of our vigilant druggists, a bill would have become a 
law aome years ago, which would have worked an injury 
to the druggists and also to the public. I feel certain, 
however, tbat owing to the increased use, or rather abuse, 
of these drugs, our Legislature will be compelled again to 
frame a taw for the mitigation of this fearful habit; and, 
gentlemen, we had better be prepared to help them frame 
a law tbat will work no hardship on the druggists; nor 
prevent the people from securing these valuable drugs as 
medicines when needed. Other States are handling the 
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subject and enacting laws, and we might as well face the 
situation, and give this matter serious thought and needful 
attention. Now, gentlemen, I am done. About two 
years have elapsed since you placed the gavel of authority 
in my hands, and I will soon turn it over to my successor 
in office, and I bespeak for him the same kind considera- 
tion that you have shown me. 

If we waut better times let us Btick to our Associa- 
tion, stick to each other, give each other the benefit of our 
counsel, exchange business ideas, have every druggist in 
this State in this Association, attend our annual conven- 
tions, forget pills, purgatives, pukes and purges for a short 
season each year, have a good social time with heart-felt 
hand-shakes and cordial greetings, remembering that we 
are brothers in a noble profession, and that what is the in- 
terest of one is the interest of all, and in the language of 
a Missouri pharmacist "we will return to our medicine 
shops feeling like new men, and wondering why it waB 
that we were not born members of the" Alabama Pharma- 
ceutical Association. 

On motion reierred to a committee of three, consist- 
ing of E. E. Elam, W. B. Parker and Geo. W. Bains. "

A paper called "Sparks," by V, H. Bancroft, was 
read and discussion had on it. 
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MERE SPARKS. 

It is with some feeling of regret and shame that we 
bring before the thoughtful mind of the intelligent Phar- 
macist the present condition of affairs in regard to the pro- 
fession in the State of Alabama. 

Though we have not had the pleasure of attending a 
Pharmaceutical Association, yet we have heard, with deep 
regret, the sad report from the lips of other professional 
men that very little interest is being manifested by our 
brethren in the profession of pharmacy. 

Every well informed man is aware of the wonderful 
strides made in medical science and in all other professions 
under the sun, but shall ours lag? Why should we be as 
clogs in the wheel of pharmacy, when the lives of human 
beings often hang upon her ! Let it not be said of us that 
we have by our negligence caused a foul blot to stain the 
fair escutcheon of not merely the business, but the noble 
profession we represent. Let it be said of us, both as an 
Association and as individuals, that "as we grow in years, 
we are gaining in wisdom. " 

The certificate' for which we gave mental labor does 
not read,- — "Know all men by these presents, that Mr. 
Pharmacist has complied with the Pharmacy Law of the 
State of Alabama, and is hereby authorized to weigh out 
and sell Salts at 5 cts. a pound, and sell Paregoric, Turpen- 
tine, and Mrs. Winslow's Soothing Syrup at cut prices, but 
to Practice Pharmacy in all of its branches ; therefore let us 
not be as mere merchants, but true Pharmacists. 

We take pleasure in testifying to the faithful and effi- 
cient services of a number of our gallant leaders in our 
noble profession ; to the courageous efforts on the part of 
one of Michigan's highly cultured sons, now professor of 
Pharmacy at Auburn, together with a number of Alabamians, 
who are standing in the fore-front beckoning us onward and 
upward to higher and truer work. 

Of these true professional men we would say that they 
have rendered constant and faithful services to our pro- 
fession. These intellectual giants have dived down into the 
great mysteries unrevealed in the wonder teeming realities 
of science, coming up through experimental Chemistry, 
[b] 
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Microscopy, etc., exclaiming "Eureka," have unfolded to the 
skeptical the fruits of their investigations, all of which have 
been instrumental in the onward movement of the Pharma- 
ceutical profession. There are heights which have never 
yet been scaled, there are depths which have not been 
fathomed, but as time rolls on much more will be accom- 
plished. No, Pharmacy will not lag ! ! Those mysteries 
yet lying silently hidden will be revealed, those beauties 
developed. 

Again, as we look around us, and see those of our 
brethren, though in the lower walks of the profession, our 
heart grows warm within us, for they are faithful, patient 
and true, looking upon substitution as a crime ; laboring 
diligently and carefully day by day, and yet ever ready and 
willing to promptly answer calls at night made by the public, 
so few of whom realize the great responsibility resting upon 
them. Many prescriptionists could relate instances, which 
have often occurred, of errors made by physicians of note, 
which, if the intelligent and careful eye of the pharmacist 
had not detected, would have resulted in the death of the 
patient, thus leaving work for the undertaker, and also have 
ruined the reputation of the physician. We notice es- 
pecially in our locality, and doubtless it is true elsewhere, 
that some wholesale houses encourage and induce the re- 
tail merchant to purchase and sell not only patent medicines, 
but drugs. We would earnestly request the hearty co- 
operation of our professional brethren in boycotting these 
drug houses. With your aid this can be successfully ac- 
complished in Alabama, — thus giving to the deserving 
druggist the full benefits of exclusive drug trade. If we 
refuse to purchase our drugs of these houses of which we 
speak they, seeing the need of complying with our wishes, 
would refuse to sell to merchants. 

There is, no doubt, much truth in the whispered report 
that persons are using the drug-store as a shield behind 
which to run "Blind Tigers. " They care little for Pharma- 
cy, and when "ripped up the back" about practicing with- 
out license, put up an eternal gobble about "experience 
being the l>est teacher. " But being in "a stone's throw" 
of some so called Pharmacist, we would abstain from throw- 
ing fiery darts, and "stepping on toes, 11 for we might be 
"handled with gloves off."

Mr. Sinnige made some remarks on the doings of the 
Birmingham Druggists' Society, which were very good, 
and he was requested to put them in writing. 

The following candidates for membership were 
elected : 

Allison C. Gain, New Decatur; Lawrence C. Lewis 
and E. II. Cross. 

The committee on the President's address reported: 

We, the Committee upon the President's Address, re- 
port, after consideration most respectfully suggest the fol- 
lowing: The remarks of the President concerning the ap- 
pointment of a committee to prosecute violations of the 
pharmacy law are very pertinent. We would recommend 
that said committee consist of the President, Secretary and 
Chairman of the Executive Committee, whose duty it shall 
be to act in the premises,and they shall have the power to 
appoint such members over the State as they see fit to 
assist them in their work, and to draw upon the Treas- 
urer for the expenses incurred in the enforcement of the 
law. 

2. We also wish to call attention of the Committee 
on Legislation to the report of the President in regard to 
new and future legislation. 

S. Concerning the Hetail Druggists' Association, we 
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recommend that our Association approve the action of the 
President in sending a representative to the National 
Retail Druggists' Association, and paying the expenses 
of the delegate. 

4. We would also suggest that the dues be raised 
to $1.50 per year to meet this increased expense, provided 
the assessment is annual. 

5. In connection with the President's report about 
plans to increase our membership, we heartily endorse the 
move, and also wish to recommend the plan adopted by 
our Local Secretary, Mr. McVay, in sending postals to all 
the druggists over the State, and suggest that the Local 
Secretary, in all future meetings, be instructed to adopt 
the same plan. We recommend also that all traveling 
men, members of the Association, be appointed as the 
membership committee. 

With reference to the bonding of our Treasurer, we 

recommend that the Treasurer be required to give bond 

in a Guarantee Company, approved by the President, of 

$fi00, and that the Association pay the expense incurred.

Mr. W. B. Parker read a paper on "Pharmacy in New 
Orleans : " 
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FRENCH PHARMACY IN NEW ORLEANS. 

In his "Fudge Family in Paris, " the genial Thomas 
Moore makes his Phil Fudge say: 

"Bless you, yon do not, can not know 

How far a little French will go; 

For all one's stock, one need but draw 

On some half dozen words like these: 
Commit, ca — par-la — la-baa — ah ha! 

They'll take yon all through France with ease." 

This rather slender stock of phrases might have fulfilled 
all the requirements of the English traveler in France in 
Mr. Moore's time, but I fancy that he would be greatly 
puzzled if he were engaged in pharmacy in New Orleans, 
and if this were all his vocabulary of French. The first 
customer who came in and asked him: "Combien pour un 
livredeSal Epsom?" (What's the price of a pound of Epsom 
Salts,) would astound the witty Tom, and when he saw the 
contemptuous glance and shrug to which he. was treated 
when his looks showed that he did not understand, followed 
by "Ne parlez-vous pas Francais?" (You do not speak 
French?) with the exasperating, doubt- casting, rising inflec- 
tion such as only a Frenchman can give, he would feel as if 
he had made a grave mistake and that his "la-has — ah ah!" 
was an erroneous idea. 

New Orleans is nominally an American city, but a large 
portion of her citizens are more French than American. 
They regard "la belle Paris" as their capital, their chief 
city and the acme of all that is grand and glorious, most of 
them prefacing their remarks by saying : "When I was in 
Paris." They are distinctively French and cling to their 
customs and language with a tenacity that is truly astound- 
ing. Their street conversations are in French, and especially 
in the drug store do they expect to be greeted in their mother 
tongue. I have seen a woman who could talk English 
fluently walk out of a drug store in high dudgeon, because 
she could not be served by a clerk speaking French, saying 
as she went (in French): "I'll go somewhere where they can 
speak French!" (Whereupon the witty Irish clerk on being 
told by a by-stander what she had said replied sotto voce : 
"She can go to h— then, they apeak French down there. ") 

Another incident illustrating the extensive use of French 
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in New Orleans occurred to me when I first arrived there, a 
number of years ago from Alabama. On the first day I 
spent there I sauntered down into the French quarter. As 
I had a cigar and was really "hungry" for a smoke, but un- 
fortunately was without a match, I walked into a conven- 
ient drug store and said : "Will you kindly give ine a 
match V ' The proprietor, for he himself had come out to 
wait on me, looked surprised and nonplussed. From con- 
stant repetition he had learned enough English to say : "I 
no understand Engleese," and during the entire transaction 
this was all the information I could gain from him. I then 
bethought myself that by touching my cigar upon the end 
I might make him understand my wants. Stepping to his 
cigar case and pointing to his collection he replied : "Oui, 
monsieur, certainment, voici! cinq sons!" (Yes, sir, certainly! 
Here, 5 cents,) pointing to one line, "Dix sous." (Ten 
cents) pointing to another. It was my turn now to shake 
my head. I understood that he wanted to sell me a cigar, 
but I'll be confounded if I knew what he said about them. 
Besides, I did not want a cigar, but a match. By dint of 
various gestures I finally succeeded in making him under- 
stand my wishes. Oh! une allumette!" (Oh, a match!) was 
his reply, and with Chesterfieldian politeness he struck one 
and offered it to me. 

Even the medical college, the well-known Tulane, is under 
the influence of the Latin race as a reference to the names of 
some of the professors will show : Des Chaille, Raynaud, 
Matas, Louchan, Bayou and otheis. Most of them write 
their prescriptions in French and tacitly at least encourage 
its use among their residents. Besides these college pro- 
fessors there are a large number of French physicians located 
here, especially in the lower part of the city where the pop- 
ulation is almost entirely French. Therefore the druggist 
is forced to deal with the French language both in the family 
trade as well as in his prescription department. One of the 
first questions askeu of a prospective clerk by the proprietor 
is: "Can you speak French?" 

While, of course, all the drug stores in this city carry a 
larger or smaller stock of preparations and simples used by 
the French population almost exclusively, there exists in the 
French quarter a number of drug stores run by French pro- 
prietors in a typically French manner and a description of 
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one of them may perhaps prove interesting to some of our 
readers. On entering one of these stores, which generally 
appear somewhat crammed and more or less dingy, a pecu- 
liar aromatic odor greets your nostrils, an odor different 
from that often found in the American pharmacies, which 
is usually caused by a mixture of the vapors of different 
essential oils. The aroma of the French pharmacy is more 
of a musty character and emanates from the large assort- 
ment of roots, barks, herbs, leaves and other simples, some 
of them officinal in this country and many others not, which 
the "pharmacien" keeps in large, wide-mouthed bottles, 
closed not by glass stoppers, but by tin lids. These bottles 
are arranged in long rows on very plain fixtures which run 
all around the store. Although glass or porcelain labels are 
now generally used even in that city, the genuine old French 
"pharmacien" UBes printed paper labels which are usually 
covered by some transparent varnish. There is no regular 
prescription case, a plain counter with shelves about a foot 
high running along the two short sides and one long side 
taking its place. In the centre of this counter there is a 
small marble slab in which an upright beam is fastened, sup- 
porting a small balance which is used for prescription work. 
The apothecary thus dispenses the various ingredients and 
compounds the prescriptions in full view of his customers. 
On another counter more in front where the general trade 
is usually transacted you will see another pair of balances, 
also made in the old style but much larger than those 
on the prescription counter, with an upright beam perhaps 
two feet high. There are no show cases, as the large line of 
sundries and toilet articles so extensively sold in the modern 
American pharmacy are conspicuous by their absence, while 
the stock of patent medicines carried by the French apothe- 
cary is limited to a few of the most popular French patents, 
such as "Quinia Laroche," "Quinia Labarraque, " "Syrop 
de Briant," Vin Mariani," &c, and perhaps a few American 
standards, such as Ayer'sand Hood's Sarsaparillos, Piso's 
and Bull's Cough Syrups, and a few Vermifuges. A very 
peculiar feature of these French shops are the windows, 
where you generally find a collection of fine specimens of 
leeches, beetles, young alligators and sometimes even a 
human foetus, all carefully preserved in alcoholic large glass 
jars. 
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In the rear of the store you will tind in most cases a back 
room, the door to which stands always open exposing it to 
the full view of the public. This room is used for manu- 
facturing purposes, for the French "pharmacien" makes all 
the preparations he dispenses in his store himself, including 
tinctures, syrups, ointments and even fluid extracts; for al- 
though up to a comparatively recent time no restriction ex- 
isted as to the practice of pharmacy in the State of Louisiana, 
it is only just to say that all the old French ' 'pharmaciens" 
are exceedingly well informed and skillful, most of them 
being graduates of some French school of pharmacy. When 
purchasing drugs they are very careful to obtain only the 
very best articles and subject each lot to a careful examina- 
tion as to its pnrity, age, alkaloidal strength, etc. In order 
to be assured of the purity of their powdered drugs, they go 
to the trouble of reducing them in their own establishments. 
For this purpose they do not use the modern drug mill but 
a large marble mortar about four feet in diameter and per- 
haps three feet deep, with a hard wood pestle. This mortar 
is usually fitted in a wooden frame and placed under some 
shed in the rear yard where the colored porter spends many 
a weary hour comminuting the various roots, barks, gums 
et id omne genus. When powdered, the drugs are usually 
run through a sieve, the meshes of which are made of silk 
instead of wire, while the top is often covered by another 
tight fitting piece of silk to prevent the diffusion in the air 
of the lighter articles, such as Gum Arabic, and also to pro- 
tect the operator's nasal mucous membrane and eyes when 
powdering such irritating drugs as Mustard, Cathanrides 
and others. A covered sieve of this description is termed a 
"tambour 1 ' by oar French brethren. 

The French druggists here are very careful in the sale of 
poisons, especially emmenagogues, and although the poison 
law in this State is enforced in a rather lax manner, they 
generally refuse to sell poisons without a physician's pre- 
scription or a written order from some reliable person. 

The general tendency of French pharmacy is toward 
palatibility and elegance. Both in the prescriptions written 
by the physicians and in the preparation of the proprietary 
articles, a vast deal more attention is paid to palatibility 
than is done by Americans. I have heard the following 
criticism which is probably partly just : "French pharmacy 
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cares more for tickling the patient's palate than really bene- 
fitting him." "Sirop de Briant," "Sirop Aubergier," 
"Elixir Duero," and a large Dumber of other of the French 
preparations are so pleasant to the taste that you would sup- 
pose they were intended for nice cordials rather than for 
medicaments. Great care is taken to have them prepared 
elegantly, both as to brightness and transparency of the so- 
lutions and the attractive appearance of the finished package. 
To insure the latter, ornamental labels are used to decorate 
the bottles, and the mouths of the latter are covered by neat 
metal caps of various resplendent colors. 

The book of reference next to the French Codex most 
frequently used by the French druggist is "Dorvault's Ofli- 
cine." Dorvault might be called the French Remington. 
He enumerates in his book not only the remedies that are 
recognized by the French Codex, but also formulas for all the 
French "proprietary" preparations. We are told by him just 
how Mons. Aubergier makes his syrup or by what proceBB 
Briant prepares his elegant and pleasant cough mixture. 
Fancy our standard books publishing a formula for Ayer's 
Sarsaparilla or Bull's Cough Syrup! 

In Dorvault's book as well as in French pharmacy in gen- 
eral the use of the Latin language is eschewed. The formulas 
are given in French, the process of manufacture in French 
and the entire book is essentially French. Another thing 
that will strike the American druggist as strange is that the 
price to be charged or, as they call it, the tariff for each drug 
is stated in this standard book. You are told just how many 
"sous" (cents) you shall charge for "un livre" (a pound) of 
Epsom Halts. This is in rather strong contrast with the 
cut rate prices which prevail so extensively in the United 
States. 

One objection that might be made to our French brethren 
is their tendency toward polypharmacy. I counted 57 (fifty- 
seven) different ingredients entering into one of their official 
preparations, the "Teinture Theriaque." Twenty ingredients 
is quite common. It strikes me as if two distinct ideas were 
carried out in the construction of their formulas: first to add 
all the things that make the mixture palatable and elegant 
and then to enumerate all the simples which are supposed to 
be remedial for- the specific form of disease which the mixture 
is intended to cure. Now figure out the least possible 
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amount of the more active ingredients (especially those with 
an unpleasant taste) which might still do any good, and, par- 
bleu! You have your French formula complete. 

The French physicians are especially courteous to the 
pharmacists, their manner contrasting very favorably with 
that of their American confreres . They usually term the 
druggist, when calls upon them to see about some prescrip- 
tion, "Doctor" and confer with him about the merits of the 
formula in question and its therapeutic action upon the 
human economy. They apparently pay such deference to 
his opinion and listen with so much attention as to be truly 
astonishing and almost embarrassing to the poor drug clerk 
who has been accustomed to the high handed manner in 
which he is often treated by some American doctors. The 
chirography, however, of Frenchmen in general and of 
French physicians in particular is something horrid. We 
have several doctors in this city who can discount Horace 
Greely. One of them has written a book which is an 
authority in a certain branch of medicine, but God only 
knows how the printers have ever succeeded in deciphering 
his manuscripts. Another famous physician who does an 
immense practice in the French quarter and is withal a, very 
learned and erudite man, also writes a "cat's paw," which 
is sometimes '-slightly" unintelligible. I furnish herewith 
the original of one of his prescriptions to show both his 
chirography and also the French style of writing prescrip- 
tions. * * * * 

As you will see from the above specimen nearly all 
French prescriptions are written in the metric system, whose 
first home was, as is well known, in France. As I said 
before they are all written in French. The order of writing 
prescriptions is the reverse from that usually adopted in 
America. They give the vehicle and condiments first and 
later on the active ingredients follows. Presumably this is 
because they think the first is of most importance. 

The use of dosimetric granules is very wide-spread in 
New Orleans. I suppose it is on the principle that pills are 
an easy and pleasant mode of administering medicine and 
that smaller pills are still more so. Nearly all the active 
principles are prepared in this manner, in little pills, usually 
silver coated and about the size of a pin-head. Their doses 
as their name indicates are based on the metric system and 
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usually consist of a milligramme of the active principle, 
though some contain a centigramme. The brand almost ex- 
clusively used in this city is prepared in "gay Paree, " by 
Charles Cbatiteaud, after the formulas of Dr. Burgraeve. 

There are, of course, a great many preparations and 
also simples sold by our French brothers which are not 
familiar to the American public and some even not to the 
American Druggists. Among the preparations often called 
for in New Orleans drug stores, are : "Eau de Vie Allein- 
ande" (what would you give him for that? See in the 
National Formulary under Tinct. Jalap Comp.) "Ba- 
ums de Commaudeur, " which is, divested of its high title, 
Friar's Balsam, and "Tate de Jujube," "Tate de Althee, " 
"Tate de Reglisse," which is Jujube, Marshmallow and 
Licorice Candy. These confections are sold here in large 
pieces, several feet square from which the druggist cuts larger 
or smaller slices according to the amount asked for. The 
use of chewing gum has been in vogue here for perhaps a 
hundred years, long before the modern article was ever 
thought of. But the base of the local preparation is not 
chide, but the residue left when making tolu water for the 
preparation of Syrup Tolutan, after the old way. This 
residue the French druggists put up in small wooden boxes 
and sell it to the children. 

"Medicine composc'e" is another remedy frequently 
sold. If you do not know what compound medicine is then 
I suppose I will have to tell you. It is simply a compound 
of Senna, Manna and Salts which is used in the form of an 
infusion, which, when drank, morning and night has the 
reputation of being an excellent preventive of yellow fever. 

Before closing this article I must call the attention of 
my readers to two peculiar customs that are characteristic 
of New Orleans, and are very much in vogue here. I refer 
to "Lagniappe" which means some small article presented 
to a customer who makes a purchase and generally consists 
of a piece of chewing gum, a stick of candy or some such 
trifle, and "Quartee, " which means two and a half cents 1 
worth each of two different articles or five cents' worth 
altogether. 

The custom of Lagniappe is quite common in this city. 
You are conferring no favor by giving a stick of gum for 
lagniappe with a five cent purchase. The customers, 
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especially children, will demand it with as much assurance 
as if they were paying for it, designating what they wish 
you to give them for having made a purchase at your store. 
As an instance, several years age a little dried up French- 
man with a piping, shrill voice came into the store and ad- 
dressed me as follows : "Donnez-moi cinq sous de Bromine 
de Potass, et donnez pastilles de Regilisse pour lagniappe." 
(Give me Ave cents' worth of Bromide of Potash and give 
me licorice droj>s for lagniappe. ) I do not remember this 
particular instance on account of the fact of his asking for 
lagniappe, for, I assure you that is an hourly occurrence, 
but because the lagniappe, which he received did not suit 
him and he returned an hour afterwards with the request 
that we exchange the licorice drops for something else, as 
he found them too hard for his teeth. Think of it ! Bring- 
ing back something that we had given him fur nothing as a 
premium for making a five cent purchase at our store ! 

Frugal house-wives who do not wish to make so ox- 
tensive a purchase as live cents worth of any one article fre- 
quently ask for "quartee" of each of two articles, such as 
Epsom Salts and Sulphur, or Mustard and Cloves, etc. 

So you see that the druggist in New Orleans, has no 
sinecure. Lagniappe to give, quartee sales,' two lines of 
preparations to be kept, two languages to be understood, 
and all that for a bare livelihood.

Mr. Brigham read a paper on Petroleum ; 

PETROLEUM IN PHARMACY. 

The use of petroleum in Pharmacy is so perceptibly 
increasing in quantity and variety, that a slight review of 
its relation to the Pharmacist is not out of place. 

Petroleum was known to the ancient peoples of the 
earth, and in this country the Indians found much medicinal 
service in the oily scum of the creeks in Western Pa., 
under the name of Seneca Oil. 

In British Pharmacy, the compound of Bar ha does 
Petroleum, called British Oil, attained a large patronage, 
was almost a pioneer in the line of proprietary medicine, and 
still holds a certain patronage. Barbadoes Tar itself has 
been highly valued by the past generation of Physicians but 
the crude Alleghany Black Oil now sold for Barbadoes 
hardly possesses the qualities of the genuine, the proportion 
of volatile hydrocarbons, paraffins, and asphaltum being 
very different. 

At the Oil Refineries in this country fractional distilla- 
tion is used and when the crude oil is subjected to a very 
low heat Rhigoline which boils at 65 deg. Fahrenheit can be 
obtained. This was much valued by Surgeon H. J. Bigelow, 
of Boston, as a local anaesthetic. Its volatile and explosive 
character however bas nullified any general use. 

At a little higher temperature, true Gasoline passes 
over. This is not met with in Alabama, except rarely for 
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domestic Gas Machines. It has a gravity of 86, 88 or 90 
Baume Scale and is of course very volatile. The mean 
temperature of our Stateis too high to admit its commercial 
handling, a» it is not easily obtainable I will not discuss its 
possibil ities. 

A little more heat and over passes the Stove Gasoline 
or Benzine of Commerce of 76 deg. Baume Scale passes 
over. This we all know well and use constantly, for clean- 
ing, heating and illuminating. In Pharmacy we do not use 
it enough. It is a perfect substitute for Ether in most Phar- 
macuetical operations. In making Deodorized Tincture of 
Opium it operates a little better than Ether and the saving 
expense is prodigious. In retailing for glove and clothes 
cleaning purposes we often have calls for it deodorized. It 
cannot be deodorized by any process I know of although I 
have ex[>erimented for many years. I have conscientiously 
tried the various processes recommended by our journals 
and books and have especially had faith in the Beringer 
process of deodorizing with Sulphuric Acid, Permanganate 
Potash and Caustic Soda in a complicated manner. It is a 
failure like the other. The addition of essential oils, cin- 
namon, cajeput, clove and sassafras and even oil myrbane 
does not seem to be successful for the spicy odors are too 
apparent. I recommend a small quantity of oil lavender. 
It gives a terebinthinate odor more satisfactory than the 
others and pleases the trade. Thymol seems next desirable- 
How much better it is to offer a nice balsamic smelling Ben- 
zine at 25 cts. per pint than the commercial product at a nickel 
for any old sized bottle. 

It is a perfect solvent for Camphor and the Turpentine 
Gums and for external use- may be substituted for alcohol in 
many manipulations. 

Coal Oil or Kerosene is the next product of the raised 
heat and ordinarily constitutes 50 to 60 per cent, of the 
entire distillate. We know it under the different degrees of 
Fire Test 110 deg. 150 deg. etc. These degrees, to alter a 
common misconception, mean simply that raised to that 
degree heat its vapor will not ignite upon the application of a 
spark or fire-flash. The common notion is that 150 deg. oil 
is much superior to a lower test oil. It is not. It is safer 
simply but generally its extra safety is assured by an in- 
crease in its paraffins and a loss in volatile properties, {the 
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illuminating power.) The same experience in deodorizing 
as in Gasoline is found. Country druggists who handle 
Kerosene may find it profitable so secure a fine quality of oil, 
percolate through alkanet obtaining a rich color adding 
my rbane to change the odor — and selling it at a high price to 
particular customers. 

From the residue after the distillation is completed is 
obtained the Petrolatum Lubricating Oils, Paraffin, Asphal- 
tum and various other products of more interest to Chemistry 
than to Pharmacy. 

Concerning Paraffin — its use in Pharmacy is proceeding 
as fast as its merit will allow and as to Petrolatum it is too 
well known for description. As a base for ointments it 
leaves nothing to be desired ; For this climate the absurdity 
of using lard as an ointment base has been often pointed out. 
There is a superstition that the animal fats (lard and that 
miserable wool fat lanolin) penetrate the skin more quickly 
than the mineral paraffin products. It is not true. Vase- 
line or petrolatum will convey to the pores of the skin the 
medicament with which it is compounded as quickly, more 
evenly and without danger of germ inoculation or rancidity. 
I believe any Alabama Pharmacist to be justified in using 
petrolatum whenever lard is authorized. It is a pleasure to 
state that in this estimate of petrolatum as against lard I am 
sustained by my friend the late Dr. Jno. W. Goodwin, of 
Macon, Ga. , whose love for skill in and knowledge in ointment 
making surpassed any of his contemporaries. 

The Pharmacopeia in recognizing two kinds of petrola- 
tum (hard and soft) has retarded general use of the petroleum 
ointment btCses. This double standard has confused Pharma- 
cists who ordinarily have but the soft kind and has hindered 
the confidence leading to its general adoption. It is to be 
hoped that the next revision will return to the single standard 
of 1880, with suitable guages of its consistency and 
quality and thus give the druggist authority for his common 
procedure in ointment making. 

Thus I have touched lightly upon the main service of 
petroleum to the Pharmacist. For its future no man know- 
eth but surely the value of Petroleum Ether is not appreci- 
ated. I look to see the process of distilling the crude oil 
so perfected that we shall have a new odorless gasoline with- 
out dissagreable physiological effects. Prof. Remington and 
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Dr. Squibb have in the last few years made some valuable 
investigations with the use of Acetic Acid of various 
strengths as a substitute for Alcohol, in the menstrui of 
Fluid Extracts and Tinctures. Their conclusions are that 
it extracts the active principles of most* drugs as well or 
better than alcohol, but we must wait Physician and Hospital 
experience before we can use Acetic Tinctures, from Bella- 
donna and the rest. 

Before that time I expect to see a new Petroleum Ether 
displace Grain Alcohol entirely and at $ .15 per gallon do 
the work of the heavily taxed Alcohol at $2. 70. Already 
some experiments of mine show that the active principles of 
certain drugs are exhausted by Gasoline and only the empy- 
reumatic odor and the physicological effects of its character- 
istic particles remain to keep it frdm very general use. 

Let us honor this age of the ascendancy of petroleum 
in pharmacy and wish its long continuance. 

Perchance the Alabama Pharmacist of the future will 
locate his store in the right place, drive a well to the Tren- 
tonian Shales beneath and in his back room have a constant 
stream of crude oil pouring into suitable containers. With 
the superior education of his time he will operate a. still of 
his own, make his own fuel and lights, his own Benzine. 
Paraffin and Vaseline and from the residue obtain many 
glorious antipyretics which Coal Tar now provides. The 
crude oil he cannot use he will sell to kill buffalo gnats and 
he will wax fat and prosper exceedingly.

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ECHOES OP THE BIRMINGHAM MEETING. 

It is a matter ol sincere regret that a stenographer was not 
in the service of the Association to take down the spirited de- 
bates and general minutes of the meeting. Dr. Candidus' 
experience with them in former years was very unsatisfactory, 
and the last three meetings had offered so little to absolutely 
require a stenographic report that one was not thought neces- 
sary for this, As a matter of fact the recent gathering 
swamped all of us, for in size, spirit and interest it was.over- 
whelming. 

The interesting address of Mr. H. H. Sinnige added much 
to the pleasure of the meeting. The Association showed its 
appreciation by asking him to put his remarks in writing for 
publication herein, but he was unable to do so. Perhaps the 
most striking portion of his address was his announcement of 
the intention of the Birmingham local association to issue a 
formulary of the leading Galenicals, to uniformly adopt it as 
the working recipe for each store in making its own prepara- 
tions, and to call the Jefferson County Medical Society's at- 
tention to the work. It was hoped that they would take 
favorable action upon it and that the physicians would then 
individually prescribe "Birmingham Formula" for those 
readily prepared articles which are not in the IT. S. P. or in 
the National Formulary. 

The remainder of the large towns will certainly wait with 
interest news from this energetic experiment, and it ia much 
to be hoped that Mr. Sinnige and his associates will be suc- 
oesstul in securing the physicians sanction to the use of home 
made preparations (the formulas of which are as well known 
to skillful pharmacists as paregoric or Turlington's Balsam) 
in place of the high-priced proprietaries. 

In any event it shows a local spirit which is much to be 
commended and which may remove mountains. In the same 
connection it was the Bentiment of the Association that local 
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■work was the way to meet evils and injustices, and this belief 
as much ae anything killed the piOpOBition to ally ourselves 
permanently with the N. R. D. A. The vagueness of the 
scheme of the N. R. D. A. and the fact that no cutting exists 
in Alabama, proving the efficiency of local rather than 
national work, were the two prongs which tossed out the mo- 
tion to remain in the big organization . 

Since then Meyer Bros. Druggist and some other journals 
have criticized the action of the Alabama Association as being 
"snap judgment," "hasty and unwise" and in other terms 
showing their disapproval. We beg such editors to read the 
report of our delegate and tell us what promise we had of any 
well denned action by the national body. "What are they 
going to do 7" was the constant query in the debate, and not a 
word came from the only two members who favored staying 
in. The N. K. D. A. is capable of grand work, and while the 
Alabama Association withdrew, it will be glad to unite -when 
some one can show a tangible and probable benefit. 

A letter from Mr. Joseph Leeming, elsewhere printed, 
seems to indicate that the N. R. D. A. are really at work, 
and that the notion most Alabamians had that their work 
began and ended when Mr. Faxon and Mr. flynson walked 
arm in arm amid the plaudits of the multitude and the lion 
and the lamb were lying down together was entirely wrong. 
At this same time St. Louis was shipping stacks of goods to 
the Birmingham cut rate store and Birmingham was making 
the fight on her own account and out of her own pocket 
She won and no surprise should be shown if Alabama doubts 
for a while any good coming out of the St. Louis Convention.

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CONSTITUTION. 



This Association shall be called the "Alabama Pharmaceutical 
Asaoaatifm." 

ARTICLE II. 

The object of this Association shall be to unite the reputable 
druggists and pharmacists of the State, and to establish fraternal feel- 
ing and co-operation among its members; to improve the science and 
art of pharmacy, to restrict the dispensing and sale of medicine to reg- 
ularly educated druggists and apothecaries. 



This Association shall consist of active and honorary members, 
and hold its meetings annually. 



ARTICLE IV. 



The Association shall have the following officers: A President, 
two Vice Presidents, a Secretary and a Treasurer, also an Executive 
Committee, consisting of three members; all of whom shall be elected 
annually by ballot, and shall hold office until an election of successors. 



ARTICLE \ 



Every proposition to alter or amend this Constitution shall be 
submitted in writing, and may be balloted for at the next annual 
meeting, when, upon receiving the votes of three-fonrtbs of the mem- 
bers present, it shall become a part of the Constitution. 



BY-LAWS. 



CHAPTER L— DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 
Article 1. The President shall preside at all the meetings of 
the Association. In his absence or inability to preside, one of the Vice 
Presidents, or in the absence of all, a President pro tempore shall per- 
form the duties of President. In all balloting, and on on all questions 
upon which yeas and nays are taken, the President is required to vote; 
in other cases he shall not vote unless the members be equally divided. 
He shall call a special meeting whenever requested by five members. 
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and present at each annual meeting a report of the operations of the 
Association. 

Art. £. The Secretary Hball keep a record of all proceedings of 
the Association, a list of the names, residences, and the date of en- 
trance of each member, and be the custodian of all papers and reports 
read. He shall conduct all correspondence of the Association and no- 
tify each member of its meetings. 

Art. 3. The Local Secretary shall aid the Secretary in the per- 
formance of his duties, and in his absence shall act in his stead, and 
perform such other duties as may be directed by the Secretary. 

Art. 4. The Treasurer shall have charge of all the funds of the 
Association, for which he shall be personally responsible; collect all 
money due the Association, pay all bills when countersigned by the 
President, issue the certificates of membership, render a full report of 
each annual meeting, and report the state of the treasury when called 
upon. 

ART. S. The Executive Committee shall take into consideration 
and report without delay on all matters of business, and on all propo- 
sitions for membership, and audit all bills against the Association ; and 
in the interim they, with the President, shall have power to elect ap- 
plicants for membership. 

CHAPTER II.— OF MEMBERSHIP. 

Article 1. Every pharmacist and druggist of good moral and 
professional standing, whether in business on his own account, retired 
from business, or employed by another, and those teachers of phar- 
macy, chemistry and botany, who may be especially interested in 
pharmacy and materia medica, are eligible for membership. 

ABT. 2. Propositions for membership shall he made to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee in writing, with the endorsement of two members 
of the Association in good standing, and the vote of two-thirds of the 
members present at any session shall be required for election. 

ART. 3. No person shall be considered a member of this Asso- 
ciation until he has signed the Constitution and By-Laws and paid an 
iniation fee of $1.00 and the annual contribution for the current year, 

ART. 4. Every member shall pay in advance $1.00 to the Treas- 
urer as his yearly dues, and any member who is in arrears two years' 
dues forfeits his membership and can only become a member again by 
making application in the usual form nnder by-law governing new 



ART. 5. Resignation of membership shall be made in writing to 
the Secretary, but no resignation shall he accepted from anyone who 
is in arrears to the treasury, and until he has surrendered his certifi- 
cate of membership. 

Art. 9. The Association shall have power, by a two-thirds vote 
of all its members present at a regular meeting, to expel a member. 
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CHAPTER III.— OF MEETINGS. 

Article I. The regular meeting shall be held at such a place 
and time as shall be previously selected by a vote of the Association. 

ART. 3. Eight members shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business. 

Art. 3. The order of business shall be as follows: 

1. Calling Roll. 

2. Reading of Minutes. 
8. Election of Members. 

4. Report of Officers. 

5. Election of Officers. 

6. Reading Communications. 

7. Reports of Committees. 

8. Miscellaneous Business, 

9. Adjournment. 

CHAPTER IV.— RULES OF ORDER. 

Article 1. The ordinary rules of parliamentary bodies shall 
be enforced by the presiding officer, from whose decision, however, 
appeals may be taken, if required, by two members, and the meeting 
shall thereupon decide without debate . 

Art. 2. When a question is regularly before the meeting, and 
is under discussion, no motion shall be entertained except to adjourn, 
to lay on the table, for the previous question, to postpone to a certain 
day, to commit or amend, to postpone indefinitely, which several 
motions have precedence in the order in which they are arranged. A 
motion to adjourn shall be decided without debate. 

Art. 3. No member shall speak twice on the same subject ex- 
cept by permission, until every member wishing to speak has spoken. 

Art. 4. On the call of any two members the yeas and nays 
shall be ordered, when every member shall vote unless excused by a 
majority of those present, and the names and manner of voting shall 
be entered on the minutes, 

CHAPTER V.— MISCELLANEOUS. 

Article 1. In all such points of order as are not noticed in 
these By-Laws, the Association shall be governed by the established 
usages in all assemblies governed by parliamentary rules. 

ART. 2. Every proposition to alter or amend these By-Laws 
shall be submitted in writing and may be balloted for at any subse- 
quent session, when upon receiving the votes of three-fourths of the 
members present, it shall become a part of the By-Laws. 

Art. 3. No one or more of these Bv-Laws shall be suspended.

To amend sections one and two of an act entitled an act to amend 
sections one, two and eleven of an act entitled an act to regulate 
the practice of pharmacy and sale of poisons in towns and cities 
of more than one thousand inhabitants, in the State of Alabama, 
approved Feb. 25, 1889 ; and to amend sections four, six, eight 
and nine of an act entitled an act to regulate the practice of 
pharmacy, and the sale of poisons in cities and towns of more 
than one thousand inhabitants, in the State of Alabama, approved 
Feb. 28, 1887. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Alabama, 
That section one of an act entitled an act to amend sections one, two 
and eleven of an act entitled an act to regulate the practice of phar- 
macy and the sale of poisons in towns and cities of more than one 
thousand inhabitants, in the State of Alabama, approved Feb. 25, 
1889, be amended so as to read as follows : Section 1. Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of Alabama, That from and after the pas- 
sage of this act it shall be unlawful for any person not a registered 
pharmacist within the meaning of this act, to conduct any pharmacy, 
drug store, apothecary shop or store located in any village, town or 
city in the State of Alabama of more than five hundred inhabitants, 
or within two miles of any incorporated city or town of more than five 
hundred inhabitants, for the purpose of retailing, compounding or dis- 
pensing medicines or poisons for medical use, except as hereinafter 
provided. Any person violating any of the provisions of this section 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and on conviction shall be 
fined not less than twenty-five dollars nor more than fifty dollars for 
each and every offense. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That to amend sections one, two and 
eleven of an act entitled an act to regulate the practice of pharmacy 
and the sale of poisons in towns and cities of more than one thousand 
inhabitants in the State of Alabama, approved Feb. 25, 1889, be 
amended so as to read as follows : Section 2. Be it further enacted. 
That it shall be nnlawfnl for the proprietor of any store or pharmacy 
in any village, town or city in the State of Alabama of more than five 
hundred inhabitants or within two miles of any incorporated city or 
town of more than five hundred inhabitants, to allow any person 
except a registered pharmacist to compound or dispense the prescrip- 
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tionB of physicians, or to retail or dispense poisons for medical uso, 
except as an aid to and under the supervision of a registered pharma- 
cist. Any person violating any of the provisions of this section shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and on conviction shall be fined 
not less than twenty-five dollars nor more than one hundred dollars 
for each and every offense. 

SEC. 8. Be it further enacted. That section four of an act entitled 
an act to regulate the practice of pharmacy and the sale of poisons 
in cities and towns of more than one thousand inhabitants in the 
State of Alabama, approved Feb. 28, 1887, be amended so as to read as 
follows : Sec. 4. Be it farther enacted, That the board of pharmacy 
shall register in a suitable book the names and places of residence of 
all persons to whom they issue certificates and dates thereof. It shall 
be the duty of said board of pharmacy to register without examina- 
tion, as registered pharmacists, all pharmacists and druggists who are 
engaged in business in the State of Alabama at the passage of this 
act, as owners or principals of stores, or pharmacists in any village, 
town or city of more than five hundred inhabitants for selling, at 
retail, compounding or dispensing drugs, medicines or chemicals, for 
medical nse, or for compounding or dispensing physicians' prescrip- 
tions, and all assistant pharmacists eighteen years of age, engaged in 
said stores or pharmacies in any village, town or city of more than five 
hundred inhabitants in the State of Alabama at the passage of this 
act, and who have been engaged as such in some store or pharmacy 
where physicians' prescriptions were compounded and dispensed. Pro- 
vided, however, that in case of failure or neglect on the part of any 
person or persons to apply for registration within sixty days after 
they have been notified by said board of pharmacy, for the State 
of Alabama, they shall undergo an examination as provided for in 
section five of this act, as follows : 

Sec. S. Be it further enacted, That the said board of phar- 
macy shall upon application, and at such time and place, and in such 
manner, as they may determine either by a schedule of questions to 
be answered and subscribed to under oath, or orally examine each 
and every person who shall desire to conduct the business of selling at 
retail, compounding or dispensing drugs, medicines or chemicals for 
medicinal use, or compounding or dispensing physicians' prescriptions 
as pharmacists, and if a majority of said board shall be satisfied that 
said person is competent and fully qualified to conduct said business 
of compounding or dispensing drugs, medicines or chemicals for me- 
dicinal use, or to compound or dispense physicians' prescriptions, they 
shall enter the name of such person as a registered pharmacist in a 
book provided for in section four of this act ; and that all graduates 
of colleges of pharmacy that require a practical experience in phar- 
macy of not less than four years before granting a diploma, shall be 
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entitled to have their names registered by said board without exami- 
nation ; Provided, however, that this act shall not be so construed as 
to prevent any physician who is authorized to practice medicine or 
surgery under the laws of this State, from registering as a pharmacist 
or druggist, without examination ; Provided, that anj person or per- 
sons not a pharmacist or druggist, may open and conduct a store if 
he or they keep constantly in their employ a registered pharmacist or 
druggist ; bat shall not himself or themselves sell or dispense drags 
or medicines except proprietary and patent medicines in original 
packages. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted. That section six of an act entitled 
an act to regulate the practice of pharmacy and the sale of poisons 
in cities and towns of more than one thousand inhabitants in the State 
of Alabama, approved February 28, 1887, be amended so as to read 
as follows ; Sec. 6. Be it farther enacted, That the board of 
pharmacy shall be entitled to demand and receive of each person 
whom they register and famish a certificate as a registered pharmacist 
without examination, the sum of $3, and for each and every person 
they examine orally, or where answers to a schedule of questions are 
returned subscribed to under oath, the earn of (5, which shall be in 
fall for all services; and in case the examination of said person shall 
prove defective and unsatisfactory and his name not be registered, he 
shall be permitted to present himself for examination within any 
period not exceeding twelve months thereafter, and no charge shall 
be made for such examination. 

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted. That section eight of an act en- 
titled an act to regulate the practice of pharmacy and the sale of 
poisons in cities and towns of more than one thousand inhabitants in 
the State of Alabama, approved February 28th, 1887, be amended so 
as to read as follows : Sec, 8. Be it further enacted, That it shall 
be unlawful for any person from and after the passage of this act to 
retail any poisons enumerated below: Arsenic and any of its prepara- 
tions, corrosive sublimate, white and red precipitate, biniodide of 
mercury, cyanide potassium, hydrocyanic acid, strichnia and all other 
poisonous vegetables, alkaloids and their salts, and the essential oil 
almonds, opium and its preparations, except paregoric and other 
preparations of opium containing less than two grains to the ounce ; 
aconite, belladonna, colchicum, conium, nux vomica, henbane, savin, 
ergot, cotton root, cantharides, creosote, veratrum, digitalis and their 
pharmaceutical preparations, croton oil, chloroform, chloral hydrate, 
sulphate of zinc, mineral acids, carbolic and oxalic acids, without 
labeling the box, vessel or paper in which the said poison is contained, 
with the name of the article, the word poison, and the name and place 
of business of the seller, nor shall it be lawful for any person to 
deliver or sell any poison enumerated above, unless upon due inquiry 
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it is found that the purchaser is aware of its poisonous character and 
represents that it is to be used for a legitimate purpose. The pro- 
visions of this section shall not apply to the dispensing of' poisons in 
not usual quantities or doses upon the prescriptions of practitioners of 
medicine. Any violation of any of the provisions of this section shall 
make the principal of said store liable to a fine of not less than $10 
nor more than $25 for each and every offense. Provided, however, 
that this section shall not apply to manufacturers making and selling 
at wholesale any of the above poisons, and provided, that each box, 
vessel or paper in which said poison is contained shall be labelled 
with the name of the article, the word poison, and the name and place 
of business of the seller. 

Sec. 8. Be it farther enacted, That section nine of an act enti- 
tled an act to regulate the practice of pharmacy, and the sale of 
poisons in cities and towns of more than one thousand inhabitants in 
the State of Alabama, approved February 28, 1887, be amended so as 
to read as follows : Sec. 9 Be it further enacted, That any itin- 
erant vendor of any drug, poison, ointment, or appliance of any kind, 
intended for treatment of any disease or injury, who shall, by writing 
or printing, or any other method, publicly profess to cure or treat 
disease or injury er deformity by any drug, nostrum or manipulation, 
or other expedient, shall pay a license of $100 per annum to the State 
to be paid in the manner for obtaining public license, or according to 
the usual laws in force for that purpose. Any person violating any of 
the provisions of this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and on conviction shall be fined $100 for each and every offense. 

Sec. 9. Be it further enacted. That any person who shall 
procure or attempt to procure registration for himself or for another, 
under this act, by making or causing to be made, false representa- 
tions, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall, upon con- 
viction thereof, be liable to a penalty of not less than J25 nor more 
than $100 ; and the name of the person so falsely registered shall be 
stricken from the register. Any person not a registered pharmacist 
as provided for in this act, who shall conduct a store, pharmacy 
or place for retailing, compounding or dispensing drugs, medicines, 
or chemicals, for medical use, or for compounding or dispensing 
physicians' prescriptions, or who shall take, use or exhibit the title of 
registered pharmacists, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be liable to a penalty of not leas than $100. 

Sec. 10, Be it further enacted. That this act shall not apply to 
physicians putting up their own prescriptions. 

Sec. 11. Be it further enacted, That it shall be the duty of 
every registered pharmacist to conspicuously post his certificate of 
registration in his place of business. Any person who shall fail to 
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comply with all the provisions of this section, shall be liable to a fine 
of $6 for each calendar month daring which he is delinquent. 

Sec. 12. Be U further enacted, That every registered phar- 
macist, apothecary and owner of any store shall be held responsible 
for the quality of all drugs, chemicals or medicines he may sell or 
dispense, with the exception of those sold in original packages of the 
manufacturer, and also those known as proprietary, and should he 
knowingly inter ningle and fraudulently adulterate, or cause to be 
adulterated, such drugs, chemicals or medical preparations, he shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof he 
liable to a penalty not exceeding $100, and in addition thereto his name 
shall be stricken from the register. 

Sex;. IB. Be it further enacted, That all suits for the recovery of the 
several penalties prescribed in this act shall be presented in the name 
of the State of Alabama in any court having jurisdiction, and it shall 
be the duty of the State's Attorney of the county wherein such offense 
is committed to present all persons violating the provisions of this act 
upon proper complaint being made.
